Colwell and six of tho crow 
parted company with tho others at Capo 
York, found the Yantic on July 31, and re- 
ported to Capt. Pike that the remainder of 
tho crew wore moving southward.

Yar.tic reached Cory island Aug. 2, The 
same night sho proceeded to Pandora harbor, 
where a record -from Pika and Gnrlington 
was found. 
She 
next proceeded south 


along tho Greenland coast,'sending boats all 
round tho islands in search of tho missiag 
crew. 
The storm and heavy pack ice of 


August 0 forcod the Yantic to anchor to leo- 
ivard of Northumberland island. Next day 
;-,ho boro away for XJpernavik, arriving there 
August 12. On tho 27th sho started for tho 
Vvoigate coal mines, and returned to Uper- 
navik September 2. Capt. Pike and the 
crew were found and takon on board the 
Yantic. 
fi It seems that tho first intimation of tbo 
Proteus disaster was fotmrt August 3 at Lit- 
tleton island by tho Yuutic. 1-iout. Darling- 
ton left a record there, when coming south, 
describing tho shipwreck and indicating tho 
general movement of Ca^t. Pike and tho 
ship's company. On the 4th *eiirch -was insti- 
tuted along the 
Greenland coast 
from 


Capo Alexandria to Cape Robertson. Every 
point likely to bring up with tho retreating 
party was searched till September 2, when 
Tperuavik 
was reached, and the whole 


Proteus party found in good health and 
tolerable spirits. They wero exposed thirty- 
one days and nights in their boats, making 
some stoppag at intermediate harbors. 


Tbo Protces was crushed in floe ice at 3 


o'clock on the evening ot July 2:j, and sunk 
within four boures as the closed floes parted 
company. Fortunately sulllcieut time was 
given to savo cloth, provisions, compass and 
other necessaries to meet what might prove- a 
protracted voyage. On the 25th, boat* hav; 
ing boon equipped, provisioned and manned, 
a start was made. Tho sceno of tha disaster 
was eight miles north-northwest of Cape 
Sabino, latitude 79 degrees 51 minutes north. 
Over six hundred miles of ice and frigid sea 
were passed before Upemavik was reached. 
Tho worst feature of tho unfortunate Proteus 
expedition is that no provisions wore lunrtod 
or catches made, and all tho stores intended 
for tbo Arctic colony relief wsut down in tho 
steamer. 


While-at anchor in Danish harbor, Aug. 12, 


Gov. 
Elburg came on board the Yantic and 


reported that tho Danish steamer Sophia had 
arrived there from a harbor thirty miles 
north of Cape York, and tho captain stated 
that an Esquimau told him two natives with 
the Greely expedition arrived on sledges last 
winter, and reported the party all "well ex- 
cept Dr. Pavy, -who had died. These natives 
went back to Lady Franklin bay.

Esquimau arriving from Greoly's camp re- 
ported that all tho oflicurs were murdered by 
tho men. Neither of these reports is reliable, 
as tho fondness of tho Esquimau for lyinc 
and sensationalism places all their reports In1 


• tbo category of fiction. Capt. Sike saya that 
as far north as Cape Sabine tliero was no 
trace of Grcoly or his party, and his failure to. 
come south to Littleton island to meet a relief 
steamer this summer evokes grave apprehen-. 
sion as to his probable lato. Tho Protons was 
retreating home when 
the ice-nip over- 


whelmed her. Sho got barely fifteen 'miles 
north of the sceno ot the shipwreck. Tlio
